not consent to consider the claims of 
any who donot reach the standard of 
fitness which the people have erected. 
As the West Tennessee Whig says: 
‘This is no time for ordinary men to 
oecupy seats in the Legislature. We 
want men of brains and honesty there 
now, if ever.”’, We also want men, as 
the Nashville, Banner says, ‘ about 
whose election there can be not even 
the shadow of a doubt, and who, when 
elected, are so eleeted, pledged, be- 
yond all peradventure, to vote for the 
immediate restoration of suffrage to 
all. We whose hands are tied, if we 
take any part at allin untying them, 
should surely play to win, or not at 
all.’’ And playing to win we. should. 
be guided by policy, by the dictates of 
good sense, by expediency, by caution 
and the exercise of all the wit we 
stand possessed of. We cannot afford 
to throw away acard and cannot af- 
ford to pin our faith to any man, no 
matter what his pretensions, unless he 
can be -@lected and enjoys the conti- 
dence of the community. In order 
to permit the fullest latitude of 
choice to the people, whose fight this 
is, and who are to be benefited by it, 
we propose for the time being a cessa- 
tion of preliminary or ward meetings 
or conventions. We have the fullest 
faith and confidence in the people. 
They know what they are about, and 
realize fully the special importance of 
at thistime making proper selections. 
Not alone their enfranchisement but 
the future of the State depends upon 
a Constitutional Convention. To elect 
legislators who will call such a body, 
or rather recommend that the people 
call such a body together, is their duty, 
and we believe they ean perform that 
duty without the aid of a_ political 
convention.

DEATH OF JUDGE PECK. 

The Knoxville ress) and Herald 
announces the death, at his residence 
near Mossy Creek, East Tennessee, on 
the L0th inst., of lon. Jacok for 
several years, and until the adoption 
of the Constitution of .1834, one of the: 
Judges of the Supreme Court of this 
State. The Judge was a native of 
Virginia, but very carly in life immi- 
grated to East Tennessee, where he 
practiced law until his accession to the 
Supreme Bench, and after his retiracy 
therefrom, up almost to the day of his 
death; sustaining all the time a high 
position for legal ability as well as for 
the possession of talent, genius and 
scholarly attainments of a high order. 
As a Judge, his integrity was unblem- 
ished, and he was distinguished for 
‘the reluctanee with which he assented 
to any decision depriving a fellow be- 
ing of life. Asa lawyer, he was dig- 
nified and courteous in his. intercourse 
with his professional brethren, and 
was especially celebrated for his skill 
in actions of ejectment, which were 
much more common, some years ago, 
than they are now. He was fond of 
poetry, painting and. music, and gave 
much of his attention to geology, 
mineralogy and the natural sciences, 
He died in his ninetieth year. .
